THE RIVER COMMISSION. 


Only Two of the House Committee on 
Hand at Cincinnati Yesterday When 
the Steamer Guiding Star Left. 

Speciol Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune.’ 
Crvcinnati, O., Nov. .- When the steamer 

Guiding Star left the Cincinnati wharf at 9:15 

a. m. today, she bore Dut two members of the 

select committee of the House on the improve- 

ment of the Mississippi—the Hon. John G. Car- 
lisle, of Kentucky, and Major Ben Butterworth. 

Not one of the members from the East had put 

in an appearance, probably somewhat dazed, if 

not entirely paralyzed, by the result of the re- 
cent elections, This was a disappointment to 
such citizens of Cincinnati as are interested in 
river navigation, and have faith in the 
capacity of the committee to accomplish 
desired resuits. It was expected that the 
entire committee, with one or two exceptions, 
would be on hand and take as much interest in 
the improvements of the Obio River as of those 
in the Mississippi. It was the wish of the class 
referred to that at least a quorum of the com- 
mittee had been able to take the boat at Cincin- 
nati,in order that they mignt from personal ob- 
servation be able to form some ideas of the 
needs ot the Ohio River. They — that while 
the present committee was especially raised for 
the purpose of investigating the improvements 
of the Mississippi only. it was feit that 
some knowledge of what has been and is being 
done on the Ohio would better qualify them to 
judge of the work on the Mississippi. For this 
reason the long list of distinguished citizens an- 
nounced in the morning papers as intending to 
form an escort of honor as far as Aurora to give 
the committee a good send-off lost interest in 
the matter, and a considerable number of them, 
after looking over the boat, went ashore at the 
ringing of the last bell, and returned to their 
business. Quite a respectable escort, both 
as regards character and numbers, made 
the trip to Aurora. The morning was a typical 

November one, and the dull leaden sky was re- 

flected in the muddy waters of a rising river. 

The wooded bills, which but a few days ago were 

beautiful with the us autumnal tints, 

had put on the “sere vellow.“ or stood de- 
nuded; and there was really nothing in the con- 
dition of the day to give pleasure to the eye. In- 
side the cabiu there was more life. A gather- 
ing of the gentlemen was had at which there 
was a moderate flow of champagne, accom- 
ined by afew speeches. Capt. Wise spoke 
orcibiy of the importance of the river interests 
and the demands it had upon the best considera- 
tions of Congress. Maj. Butterworth, Repre- 
sentatives Carlisle and Follett, and Judge Hig- 
ley responded to toasts in a happy manner.

SUICIDE. 


The Revolver Reute Taken by a Fe- 
male Teacher in the Public Schools 
of Loulsville-A BRestaurant-Keeper in 
Kentucky.

Head of Clydesdale Horses from the 
Farm of Col. Robert Holloway, Near

The River and Har- 
bor bill of the next Congress will be very 
modest in comparison with that passed at 
the last session. Such retributive havoc as 
has been made with the political fortunes of 
the jaunty advocates of that extravagant and 
corrupt measure is not often seen in the 
nominating conventions and at the polls.

Its advocates find that for them it 
has been a Salt River and Harbor bill. Their 
fate is a warning to their successors to go 
for the old flag—and a smaller appropriation. 

A VICTIM OF MISGUIDED AMBITION. 

There is something about Judge Folger’s 
recent political career which appeals to pub- 
lic sympathy. A few months ago he was 
Chief Judge of the New York Court of Ap- 
peals—a position of great honor and hand- 
some compensation. The place he held was 
practicaliy for life; the term of office was 
protracted, with a provision for retirement 
oh pay. His political ambition betrayed him 
into a resignation of that office, for which he 
was well fitted by nature and education, in 
order te become Arthur’s Secretary of the 
‘Treasury—an office which imposed on him 
duties and responsibilities for which he had 
neither personal aptitude nor special prepa- 
ration. He had not become fairly settled 
in his new place before he began to 
feel uncomfortable, partly because he 
became aware that he could not adapt 
himself to the: situation and partly 
because his administration of the. of- 
fice did not meet the expectations of the 
„practical politicians” surrounding Presi- 
dent Arthur. Then the Governorship of 
New York was held out to him as at once 
an escape and promotion. Perhaps the pros- 
pect ofsuch an elevation was suggested to him 
before he resigned his place on the bench. 
Ilis candidacy for Governor was embarrassed 
from the moment it was suggested by his 
association with the Arthur Administration, 
but it was actually damned when the nomina- 
tion was procured for him by machine ap- 
pliances, Government interference, and the 
basest arts of the lowest New York politicians, 
Iie was used as a means to enable Messrs. 
Conkling and Arthur to deprive Cornell of 
the nomination. But he had gone so far that 
he did not know how to retreat. He was 
not willing to acquiesce in the frauds of the 
convention, and his letter of acceptance 
became a letter of apology. Its tone 
excited some commiseration for the author, 
but it did not shakce the popular 
purpose to rebuke the National Administra- 
tion for ita unwarranted and reckless inter- 
ference in the State election. The extent and 
earnestness of this rebuke were not fully 
estimated even by those who predicted and 
favored it. The majority against Folger 
reached such enormous proportions that it 
has left no doubt that he was defeated by 
Republic#hs. It is not so much a defeat of 
Folger as it is of the faction which used him. 
He was a victim, but he must share the dis- 
appointment and chagrin whieh the election 
has brought forth. There is only one solace 
for him. Ile has retained his hold upon the 
Cabinet position. ‘The general feeling will be 
one of gratification that he declined to resign 
from the Treasury. There is bitter talk now 
in Washington and New York of setting the 
guillotine in motion to punish the “traitors”’ 
to the Administration. But it is not easy to 
coneeive that Folger will be forced to retire. 
Certainly he was not one of the “traitors.” It 
would be the grossest ingratitude on the part 
of the Administration to crowd him out now. 
The country at large has never been anxious 
that the Secretary of the Treasury should be 
a New-Yorker, but ithas no Interest in see- 
ing Mr. Folger give way to some man less 
capable from that State in order to further 
the aims of the faction which is responsible 


insult to injury. if the President and his 
friends should now seek to drive their vie- 
tim out of the Administration; and, if his 
presence shall prove to be embarrassing 
under the circumstances, that fact will be 
dut a partial atonement for the way Folger 
has been treated, and it is to be hoped that 
he will cling fast to the place left.te him. 


GARTER HARRISON'S DEFEAT. 

The defeat of McGarigie for Shetiff by a 
majority of more than 4,000 in the face of 
conditions which led the Democrats to count 
upon a majority of from 6,000 to 8,000 in the 
county is a blow at Mayor Harrison, aimed 
as directly and with as much force as the 
blow given to President Arthur by the over- 
wheluming defeat of Secretary Folger in New 
York. McGarigle was Harrison’s Chief of 
Police, and he was nominated for Sheriff by 
Mike McDonaid, the boss gambler of Chi- 
cago, in defiance of a widespread protest 
among the Democrats. Harrison's posi- 
tion and influence would have enabled him 
to prevent the scandalous combination if he 
had been disposed to do it. He cannot now 
plead that his office estopped him from med- 
dling with politics, because he did not stand 
aloof. After the combination was made, 
the primaries manipulated, and the Dem- 
ocratic Convention prostituted to Me- 
Donald's uses, Mayor Harrison went 
upon the stump, indorsed McGarigie, 
apologized for McDonald, made reck- 
less speeches, and confidently predicted the 
success of the ring which had been formed. 
Indeed, Mr. Goudy, one of the old-time Demo- 
Pcratic managers in this county, is reported in 
ah interview as attributing the defeat of the 
Democratic candidate for Sheriff about 
equally to Mike McDonald’s backing and to 
Carter Harrison’s speeches. In any case, 
the fact stares the people of Chicago in the 
face that their Mayor approved and supported 
an alliance between his Chief of Police and 
the boss of the vicious classes to seize the 
Sheriff’s office and control the prosecution of 
criminals. That alliance has been repudiated 
by the people as corrupt and dangerous, and 
Carter Harrison cannot eseape the responsi- 
bility which he ineurred by his conspicuous 
but futile effort to sustain it. 

Judging from the interviews with Mr. 
Harrison which have been reported since 
the election, he is now anxious to unload 
Mike McDonald. He speaks of the latter’s 
insane anxiety to push himself to the front, 
and admits that McGarigie’s defeat was due 
McDonald’s presence in the campaign. is 
is merely adding ingratitude to an error of 
judgment. McDonald is no worse a man to- 
day than he was previous to election, when 
Harrison insisted he was a good fellow.” 
McDonald’s to boss the Democratic 
party was as apparent two weeks ago as itis 
now. Harrison knew then as well as he does 
now that Me Donald was back of McGarigie, 
but he mistook the effect of the McDonald 
influence. He was willing, in consideration 
of support in the past and promises 
for the future, to assist Mike McDonald in 
carrying out his ambition. He was not de- 
terred from giving the McDonali-McGarigle 
combination persona! and official support by 
reason of its corrupt eharacter or its serious 
menace. That this combination failed is no 
fauit of Harrison’s. He identified himself 
completely with it. It was beaten by the

could not have been more pronounced, He 


has degraded the office he holds in the effort 
to install Mike McDonald as the boss of city 
and county politics. Had the effort succeed- 
ed Harrison would have claimed his reward 
from McDonald and McGarizle, in the shape 
of future support at the primaries and the 
polis; now it has failed, he must bear his 
share of the odium and disaster which have 
resuited from it. 

The retention of a Republican majority in 
the Illinois Legislature wil! necessarily turn 
Carter Harrison’s thoughts from the United 
States Senate, where tney have been riveted 
for some time past. But he has become a 
professional politician and chronic office- 
seeker, He will come forward next spring 
as a candidate for reélection as Mayor—the 
only opening lefttohim. It will then become 
necessary for the Democrats of this com- 
munity to determine whether they will again 
trust the Harrison-McDonald machine. By 
that time McGarigle, perhaps, will have 
dropped out of the public mind. But Mo- 
Donald and Harrison will remain—McDonald 
bold and unserupulous as ever, and Harrison 
as willing as ever to avail himself of the low 
influences which the politician of his class 
always‘ overestimates. The defeat of Mo- 
Garigle as MeDonald’s candidate may be 
used by the Democrats for their own party 
advantage if they understand its real mean- 
ing. But if Harrison shall again aspire to 
the chief office of this great city after having 
made common cause with Mike McDonald, 
and after sharing a defeat of the most hu- 
miliating character, the Democrats cannot 
indulge him without risking a further defeat 
more overwhelming and more humiliating 
than that which has overtaken McGarigle.

—** All is lost save honor - may be applied 
to the Republican party in the late political 
contest.

Even Nebraska voters know the 
value of their rights too well to barter them 
for a megs of pottage, even when offered 
with the added charm of female blandish- 
ment. 

The despair of the situation in Miss An- 
thony’s case is that she got mad when she 
found she was defeated. Such impulsive- 
ness will never do in politics. It only goes 
to emphasize the old saying that women can- 
not bear disappointment, nd that if success 
does not immediately wait upon their vent- 
ures they kick everything over. All of 
Susan’s sister speakers got mad also, held 
an indignation meeting, and scolded every- 
ms ¢ This only goes to show that they 
have not yet reached that plane of philosoph- 
ical coolness which enables the male poli- 
tician to aecept defeat with composure. To 
be sure, they had thrown away their time, 
but then what Is time to a politician? They 
had thrown away their money, but what 
mattered it so long as it was some one else’s 
money and they themselves had no bets out ? 
They had'thrown away their coffee and bis- 
cuit, but men shall there be no more cakes 
and ale? If women have their rights, and 
then get mad every time they are defeated, 
what safety is there in republican institu- 
tions? How could the country bear the con- 
tinual shock and strain? How would 
it look if Judge Folger, for instance, 
should get mad and say he won't 
play merely because he is defeated? How 
would it look if Carter Harrison should get 
mad, and make up faces, and go round scold- 
ing people because his ticket has been de- 
feated? There is a gleam of hope, however, 
in Miss Anthony’s program for the future. 
She is as mad as a wet hen, but there is 
method in her madness. She has expressed 
her contempt for the people and her despair 
of ever Overcoming their dense ignorance, 
and hereafter will direct her efforts to the 
members of the Legislature. This is sound, 
but let us give her a word of advice. When 
next she has $5,000 let her not spend it on 
coffee and sandwiches, but go to the Legis- 
lature With the cash in small parcels. We 
would not answer for any Legislature before 
whom should appear Susan B. Anthony with 
$5,000 in her pocket. 

Ben Butler’s election to the Governorship 
of Massachusetts is a sore blow and a mor- 
tification to that class of the population of 
that State which may be called the aris- 
tocracy. This class represents the cultured 
wealth, the descendants of the old Puritan 
families, the alumni of Harvard, and those 
who have been adopted into the guild 
through marriage. Ben Butler has been to 
the upper classes of Massachusetts what 
Andrew Johnson was to the slavehelders of 
Tennessee and of the South generally. 
They beld his plebelan origin in utter con- 
tempt. His ability was no commendation 
of him socially. Politically he might be, as 
he often was, anecessity to the party, but 
beyond that it did not remove the bar which 
excluded him from social recognition. How 
far this extended was illustrated even after 
he became President. A lady of Tennessee 
visited Washington to obtain from the Presi- 
dent a pardon for one of her family 
who had served in the Confederate 
army. She called at the President’s house 
and made the application personally to John- 
son. A week after she received the official 
paper, and, telling the story, she referred to 
the personal kindness shown to her by the 
President, and when asked if she had 
stopped at the White House while in Wash- 
ington, replied: “I did not, though I was 
invited to do so; but, you know, we never 
visited the Johnsonsin Tennessee.” So with 
Ben Butler in Massachusetts: the first tam- 
ilies there were as exclusive as were the same 
class at the South, and the social doors were 
closed as rigidly against him as were those 
of the planters” at the South against the 
man who not only served as a tailor, but who 
rather claimed credit for the rise than sought 
to hide it. Johnson became a necessity to 
his party in Tennessee, and they were forced 


to elect him Governor, and at a still later day 
elect him Senator, but these official conces- 


tion. Hence there was a perpetual antagon- 
ism between him and the chivalry, and this 
broke out into open war when the latter at- 
tempted to secede and take Tennessee ouFof 
the Union. 

The cultured people of Massachusetts trace 
their ancestry as far back and as closely as 
possible to the long line of Governors. An 
assertion that a man is a member of the fam- 
ily of an “ex-Governor of the Common- 
wealth” is recognized as a title to social 
«distinction. The office of Governor of thé 
State is held in high esteem in Massachu- 
setts. The maa who reaches that position is 
assumed to be of noble origin. One of the 
great functions of Harvard is to recognize 
the dignity ot His Excellency,” and to con- 
fer upon him, with great pomp and honor, 
the degree of “Doctor of Laws.” Every 
man who has been elected Governor bears 
thenceforth in Latin a commission as Doctor 
of Laws. : 

There has been a determined opposition to 
the election of Butier to the office of Gov- 
ernor of the State of Massachusetts, and the 
hostility has been a social one. The ruling 
dynasty in Massachusetts has always been 
of the too-eminently-respectable class, and 
as the office of Governor carried with it hich 
social rank the strongest precautions have 
always been taken to keep Butler out of that 
place. He

select circle which ruled the Commonwealth. 
By the way, Massachusetts never has been a 
State: it has always been a Commonwealth.“ 
and as such entered the Union, and retains 
that official designation to this time. Butler 
became a sort of political necessity in Massa- 
chusetts, just as Andrew Johnson had been 
in Tennessee, He was freely allowed to go 
to Congress whenever he wanted to do 80. 
All honors were open to him, so that 
he did not aspire to be Governor. That was 
too great for him in Massachusetts, and it 
was precisely that which was denied to him 
which he most needed. For ten years he has 
wanted to be Governor. He has rankled 
under the pointed exclusion. Infinitly 
inferior men, like Boutwell, had been ap- 
pointed Governor, but he had been refused. 
Armed with the patronage of Grant he de- 
manded the office. He made frequent as- 
saults upon the Republican conventions for 
the nomination, but was always defeated. 
He resorted to the lowest of primary-meet- 
| ing tactics, but the respectables were too 
strong for him. On one occasion he filled 
the hall with his followers and tried to carry 
his nomination for Governor by force. He 
was, however, baffled. 

Unable to conquer the pride, and culture, 
and pure blood of the Commonwealth, Ben- 
jamin resorted to the other party. In his 
protest against the eminently respectable 
classes he had the cordial sympathies of the 
mass of the people of both. sides. All he 
wanted was a nomination, and his election 
was acertainty. All other means failing, he 
accepted the Democratic nomination, and, 
though no other man on the ticket was 
elected, his election followed, and, to the 
grief and consternation of the Princes of 
the Commonwealth,” he will soon be having 
an inauguration, with a sermon at some 
historical church, with a procession headed 
by the “ Ancient and Ilonorable Artillery,” a 
military organization which came over in the 
Mayflower, eseorting the President and fac- 
ulty of Harvard University, bearing the 
parchment of the degree of LL.

After deducting 705 from the ca les of the 
year, the remainder is found to be made up of 
1.314 more or less serious and 1,558 minor dis- 
asters. The localities of the wrecks, excluding 
collisions, are thus given: East coasts of En- 
gland and Scottand, 1,088; south coast, 503; west 
coasts of England and Scotland and coast of 
Ireland, 987; north coast of Scotland. ; and 
other parts, 202; total, 2,862. The number of 
collisions during the year was 713, of which 63 
were between steamships, 1448 between steam 
and sailing vessels, and 72 between steamships 
under way and steam or sailing vessels at 
anchor. The number of lives lost was 984.

‘The Boston Ideals in “The Musket- 
ers.“ 

Varney's operetta of The Musketeers” ap- 
pears to have found that most fickle of all things, 
public favor, for, notwithstanding the disagree- 
able weather, it drew an audience next in point 
of numbers to that of Tuesday night, one that 
was what might be called preéminentiy “ fash- 
jonable,“ and yet was demonstrative and cordial 
in bestowitig applausé and proofs of its good 
will, Certainly it was an audience that any com- 
pany might feel proud in having brought to- 
getheron aay night, and whether it was the 
opera or its interpreters that was responsible for 
the very full house is probably a matter of in- 
difference to those most interested. Varney’s 
“ Musketeers”’ is not as well known as some of 
the other pieces in the repertory of 
the Ideal company, and has been, 
in faet, only three times given in this city. 

Mahn comic opera company gave 
it very badly indeed in January, 1861, whén the 
impression produced was anything but favor- 
able. The 19th of April following the Boston 
Ideals tried it by way of experiment, and appear 
to have been satisfiedjwith the results,tor it is now 
a regulac feature in their repertory. The plot. 
it will be remembered, treats of the adventures 
of two jolly musketeers, who, seeking their 
lady-loves, visit them in their convent-sem- 
inary disguised as monks, and encounter sun- 
dry and various adventures more or lees humor- 
ous. The witof this libretto depends entirely 
on its interpreters, and in proportion as they are 
skilled in developing fun out of scanty ma- 
terials, 0 far is the opera to be consid- 
ered as entitled to the rank of a “comic.” In 
this Messrs. Macdonald and Frothingham 
were exceedingiy fortunate, and on their 
shoulders fell the burden of the evening’s work. 
The music is uneven. There are a few very 
pretty numbers, two or three bright ceboruses, 
and a good deal that is tedious and uniuterost - 
ing. Some of the accompaniments appear pur- 
pusely devised to perplex the singer as much as 


possibile, while others are weak in sooring or 


com position, it is difficult go decide which. The 
first half of the first act drags badly. relieved 
only by a rather taking melody sung by Brissac, 
and a clever trio, “Own Up.“ The latter portion 
of this act is both spirited and attractive, espe- 
cially Simone’s air and chorus following, and the 
finale. In the second act Marie's “ By Night 
and Day is the best written number in the opera, 
and the third act has some good concerted work. 
In brief, what is pretty is very pretty, if not 
wholly original, and being 80 pretty renders the 
contrast with other portions more marked and 
proportionately renders prominent their lack of 
merit. The opera was on the whole well ren- 
dered, but the chorus shows the disadvantage of 
the constant change of program atid is never as 
prompt as it is capable of being. For tonight 
Baltes Bohemian Girl“ is on the program, a 
work not given here by this company for two or 
three seasons.

Charles Francis Adams Jr., the Trunk 
Lime Arbitrator, Decides that the 
Percentages Heretofore Fixed tor the

~The New Percentages. 

Although the east-bound freight pool from 
this city has beea in existence for more than 
two years past, yet its members have never 
been able to divide the business as provided for 
in the pooling agreement on account of the iua- 
bility of the roads to come to an understanding 
regarding the division of the business among 
the various lines. The recordsof shipments 
were faithfully kept from the time the pool was 
organized, but as the roads competed for and 
secured all the business they could get, some of 
them ran so far abead and others so far behind 
the amount they should have had that it was 
found impossible to equalize the business.

Rallroad Construction for the Month of 
October—Over One Thousand Miles 
Addea, 

The forthcoming number of the Rafllway Age 
will contain the following regarding ratiroad 
construction for October: 

The work of add to the railway mileage of 
the United States Aff goes on with remarkable 
rapidity. Our returns tor the month of Oœrober 
show an aggregate not much than that of 
each of the two preceding months, and indicate 
that the total for the year will biy be larger 
than the most liberal estimate beretofore. Sum- 
marizing the detailed statement which is given 
below, we have arecord of 1,068 milesof new 
track—main line only—added on seventy-one 
ditferent linesin thirty of the States and Terri- 
tories, as follows:

Adding the figures for October to those pre- 
viously given, we find that at least 9,143 miles of 
new track have been added in the ten months of 
1882 just closed, and that the work was prose- 
cuted on no less than 293 different lines in forty- 
three States and Territories, leaving only three 
States and one Territory—New Hampshire, 
Rhode Isiand, Delaware, and Washington Terri- 
tory—in which no trackla ym for the year has 
thus far been reported. Referring to our rec- 
ords we find that of the 293 lines upon which 
tracklaying has been report at least 140, or 
not much less than one-half of the total num- 
ber, are uucompleted, and on most ot ese 
work is still actively in progress. These 140 
roads represent, ata moderate estimate, some 
5.000 miles of track which is expected to be built 
witbin a short time, some portion of it during 
the remainder of the year, although most of it 
will, of course, be carried over into the coming 


year. 

If this rate iscontinued for the remaining 
two monthsof the year it will make the total 
for 1882 about 10, miles, and, although the 
work will probably be considerably diminished 
during December, it seems safe to say that when 
the full record is made up, including some roads 
which may not have been previously reported, 
the total new mileage constructed during 1882 
will prove to have been not less than 11,000 
— — with a possibility chat it may reach 12,000 
miles. 


Rumors that the Grand Trunk Is Ne- 

' gotiating for the Contro! of the New 
York, West Shore & Buffalo Kall 
road, 

A short time ago the Vice-President of the 
Grand Trunk Railway came to this country for 
the alleged purpose of inspecting the American 
roads in which he and other English capitalists 
are interested. It is rumored that the principal 
object of the gentleman’s visit was not so much 
to inspect those roads as to assist in negotiahons 
which are said to have been going on between 
the Managers of the Grand Trunk and New 
York, West Shore & Buffalo Road for the ac- 
quirement of the West Shore by the Grand 
Trunk. The New York, West Shore & Buffalo is 
now in the course of construction, and will be 
completed next year. It runs nearly all the 
way from New York to Buffalo parallel with 


the principal points on Vanderbilt's road. It is 
being built in a first-class manner with double 
track, steel rails, and with special reference to 
commercial advantages. It reaches thirty-two 
cities with a 8 of 50,000 each, and opens 
up the west shore of the Hudson (Vaaderbilt’s 

udson River Road being on the east shore), 
which was never before traversed by a railroad, 
nearly all whose business at present goes to 
Vanderbilt's line.

WOMAN’S WORK. 
YEARLY MEETING OF THE CHRISTIAN AS 
SOCIATION. 

The annual meeting of the Woman's Christian 
Association was held yesterday in the literary 
room of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
building, the President, Mrs. Leander Stone, 
presiding. Mrs. R. B. Sherman, Recording Seo- 
retary, presented her report, showing encour- 
aging resuits from the year’s work, especiaily 
in the establishment of the Transient Home 
for women at 44 Cass street. Mrs. J. D. Dezen- 
dorf, Treasurer, reported receipts of the year 
ending Nov. 1, $9,386; on hand at last report, 
$84; expenses, $9,273; now on hand, $197. Mrs. 
F. K. Tracy, Chairman of the Committee on the 
Employment Bureau, 242 Wabash avenue, 
reported 158 applications from employés 
and 268 from persons wanting employment, 
and 114 places were filled. The average calis at 
the office each month were 150. The women fur- 
nished with work usually gave good satisfac- 
tion, but, she regretted to say, were poorly paid 
for their services as compared with the wages 
given the other sex for the same work. 

Reports on the Transient Home were made by 
Mrs. A. L. Coe, Chairman of the House Commit- 
tee, and Mrs. H. A. Hurlbut, Chairman of the 
Furnishing Committee. The total expense of 
fuirnshing the bome was $861, of which the as- 
sociation paid $649,and the balance was con- 
tributed mainiy by the ladies of variouscity 
churches. The home. was opened May 
15 in a three-story brick building, 
No. 4 Cass street. Since that time 
more than eighty young women have found 
shelter and words of welcome beneath its roof. 
The only requisits for admission are good char- 
acter, limited income, and a desire for employ- 
ment. Religious services are heid each Sabbath 
afternoon and family worsbip every evening by 
the matron, Mrs. F. N. Woods.

Taliow is easier in sympathy with the New York 
market, country brands seli.ng off Me. Potatoes 
are quict at the prices ruling for the past week. 
Seeds were steady for timothy at $1.65 for prime, 
quiet for clover seed at $5.45@5.50 for prime, 
and firmer for flaxseed, which sold at $1.15% on 
track. Hay was dull at Wednesday's prices. 

Spot lard was wanted yesterday, both in small 
and large lots, but chiefly the former, for which 
as high as $11.57% was paid when November 
was at $11.30. European buyers seem dis- 
nosed to take about all they can get hold of at 
present prices. : 

A lot of 6 car-loads of corn arrived here Wednes- 
day from Kansas City, whieh bad been forward- 
ed in full confidence that they would be graded 
here as No.2. But the corn was found to be 
hot on arrival here, and was rejected as no grade. 
It was good enough, but damp. The shipper is 
understood to have decided to send no more till it 
has bad a chance to dry out,and the decisionwould 
appear to fit the experience of others. There 
is plenty of corn just on the ragged edge of 
grading, but it is on the under side of the edge, 
and such weather as we had yesterday would 
keep it there indefinitly; but alittle frost woula 
soon cure vast quantities up to the point where 
even the bears might get a surfeit of the article. 

Some of the New York sheets are expressing 
regret that the spring wheat producers have not 
sold more of their grain. One may well ask if 
there is anybody in New York who would have 
been willing to buy a single bushel more if they 
nad been offered twice as much sinee the new 
crop has been ready to move. This tirade,which 
one hearsevery year,is especially nauseating 
just now to those who know the facts of the 
movement this fall. Farmers forwarded their 
wheat as u as they could get it thrashed, and 
are now forwarding it at arate which, according 
to New York figures,is increasing the visible 
supply at the rate of 1,700,000 bu per week. The

Story of a Once Wealthy Canadian Who 
Lost His Fortune, Became a Book 
Agent aud a Drunkard, and Whose 
Body Was HRescued from a Dissect-

Lonpon, Nov. .8.—About twenty-five years 
ago William Muir was a partner in the firm of 

Adam Hope & Co., ana was at that time consid- 

ered tobe one of thé wealthiest in the West. 

He lived in a tirst-ciass residence, kept his car- 

riage, and was the first in this city to introduce 

a liveried footman. He was a brother-in-law of 

Judge Daniela, and was otherwise. well con- 

nected. After leaving this city he went into 

partnership with the well-known firm of Bu- 
cbanan, Harris & Co, of Hamilton. In that city 
be married a niece of Mr. 8. W. Harris, which 
still tended to improve his financia) standing. In 
the crisis which swept over the province a few 
years after, Mr. Muir, who had been specu- 
lating freely, was among the victims, 
and in an evil hour he had recourse 
to drink in order to stifie his grief. He now re- 
moved to Montreal, but it was only going from 
bad to worse. His career was now steadily 
dowuward, and to such an extent was he reduced 

that be was obliged to travel the country as a 

book-agent. When last seen in this city it was 

evident to those who were acquainted with him 
that he was fast breaking up. On his return to 

Montreal he was reduced to great poverty, and 

finaily, through exposure and the baleful effects 

of drink, he fell a victim to disease, was re- 
moved to the Montreal Hospital, where 

a <tew days ago he died. During alt 

his dreadful seasons of distress he 

seemed to realize his position keenly, and he 
kept aloof as much as possibile from his former 
associates, his pride preventing him from mak-
